“This 1 am confident I 
Have done to the conviction of the im- 
partial world; and to them I fubmit it, 
How far they will approve of the pro- 
tetters, in fill infifting upon their pro- 
tchation, which they might have been 
txculed for taking when unhappily 
warmed with the heat of a difpute.

HE many rebellions oceationed by 
inclofing, one would think admoni- 

tion fufficient for any prince who wasa 
lover of peace: yet, forry Lam to ob- 
ferve this evil increafing in the prefent 
peaceful reign; infomuch that we are not 
like to have one open field in the king- 
dom; efpectally tt all counties hold pace 
with Leicefterfhire, in which county 
have been inclofed near 200 open fields, 
moltly Jarge ones. Hufband-Bofworth 
ficld was 4000 acres, Which ufed to pro- 
duce 40,000 itrike of wheat a-year, be- 
fides Lent tilling in abundance. This 
ficld has been inclofed but nix years, yet 
is fo much converted into pafturage, as 
not to produce*corn fullicient for the 
few families that live on the fpot; and 
although this account may feem itrange, 
yet moit new inclofures in that county 
are in the fame ftate, not producing now 
one tenth part of the corn as they did 
when in the open-field ftate. Hence alt 
but the blind may cally difcover why 
provifions are dear. Hence alfo arifes # 
fcarcity of cafh, which the exportation 
of corn ufed to make plenty. Hence 
trade is hurt by the country being depo+ 
pulated of farmers, and towns croudce 
with manufacturers, which not only di- 
ftrefles trade on every ftagnation of bufi- 
nets, but alfo loads the towns fo into- 
lerably with poor, that the middling 
fort of people are now forely diftvefled 
by it. Five thillings and fix ihillings im 
the pound, isno unufual payment in ma- 
ny towns. At Coventry the church and 
poor’s rate laft year was five fhillings and 
three pence in the pound; the money 
raifed about 2000 1.: whereas, before in- 
clofing became in vogue, the whole pay- 
ment did notamount to yoo!. Birmings 
ham’s poor’s levy is upwards of 50001. 
whereas, within thefe few years, the 
late Mr Pye undertook their maintenance 
for 900]. Such are the effeAs.of inclo- 
fine. Notwithftanding which many are 
the boafters of our new improvements im 
hufbandry, though every day’s experi- 
ence proves, that the good old hufband- 
ry of our wife and experienced anceftors, 
was preferable to all the new-fangled 
{chemes of this whimfical age. Alas! 
were anv of the experienced farmers of 
former times to appear now, would 
not they think all mad whom they heard 
byall of improvements in hufbandry ?

"TILE invention of afl'ronomy has been 

varioufly afligned, and feveral per- 

fons, feveral nations, and feveral ages 
have laid claim to it. Plato, in his E- 
pinomis, tells us, it was a barbarian 
who firit obferved the heavenly motions, 
to which he was led by the clearnefs of the 
weather in the fummer-feafon, as in E- 
gypt and Syria, where the ftars are clear- 
ly feen, there being neither ram nor 
clouds to interrupt the profpect; and 
the want of this clearnefs of atmofphere 
is the reafon why the Greeks came to 
late to the knoWledge of aftronomy. 

The generality of writers fix the ori- 
gin of altronomy in Chaldea. Some at- 
tribute the invention to the ancient He- 
brews, and others even to the firft men, 
building on the authority of Jofephus, 
and the mention he makes about Seth's 
pillars. ‘The Muflulmans, with fome 
Jews, as well as Chriftians, afcribe it to 
Enoch; and other of the Orientals toa 
Cain. But as we find no terms of altro- 
nomy in the language of thofe firft peo- 
ple, that is, in the Hebrew language, 
recorded in any other profane hiftory, 
nor in iacred writ, if we except what is 
mentioned in Job and the books of So- 
lomon, their opinions appear fearce 
fulficient to ftrengthen the afhrmation ot 
fofephus.

The fire began yeflerday about twelve o" 
clock, in the Bafilioftroff, an ifland, and 
one of the mott populous quarters of 
this city. For fome time it allowed 
hopes of getting it extinguifhed: but 
they foon vanifhed. The wind was fresh 
at eaft, and the burning rags and chips 
which were hurried up to a grea height 
by the violence of the flame, went to a 
great diftance before they fell, and where- 
ever they lighted, fire followed. There 
is here fuch a profufion of wood, that e- 
very place is covered with chips; the 
very canals, that in other places would 
check the progrefs of a fire, here con- 
tributed to its communication; al! are 
lined with wood, and full of old barks; 
every thing was dry as tinder, as there 
has not been a fhower thete fix wecks, 
The fire was feen to arife in feveral pla- 
ces to the leeward at once, and one 
houfe was hardly on fire till fome ata 
diftance were fmoking ; the very courts 
and ftreets were in a flame. In two 
hours it covered near a mile fquare; all at- 
tempts to fave this quarter appeared now 
in vain, and the wretched inhabitants 
having thrown out the readietft of their 
goods, ftood ftill fpe@ators of their de- 
ftruction. About half after two o'clock, 
another fire was feen in the Columnoy, 
a fuburb quite on the fouth fide of the 
city, all wooden houfes; in an hour they 
were confumed, and the fire ftopt for 
want of fuel. But the diftraction occa- 
honed by this was terrible: All had gone 
over to afi their friends, and now 
found themfelyes and their families in the 
fame danger; the engines, ufelefs at Ba- 
filiottroff, were brought over, but the 
fuel was already fpent. About five in 
the evening, a third fire was feen raging 
inthe St Peterfburg ifland, halfa mile 
to the windward of the firft fire, and 
near the warchoufes. This completed 
our diftraciion, and no one knew whe- 
ther to go to the affiftance of his friend, 
or ttay at home to watch his own houte. 
The three fires were all burning toge- 
ther, when an alarm fpread of a fourth 
in the Yamikoy, on the fouth-eatt fide of 
thetown. This was immediately fup- 
prefied; but firuck a damp upon the 
heart of every perfon, as it was unac- 
countable from accident, and the thought 
of defign made all tremble for them- 
felves. By rr o'clock at night all was

« Extradd of a letter from the ifland of 
S Foans, in the Gulf of St Lawrences 
Afiy 10. 1 wrote you the 22d November 
lat. by Capt. Dugald Stewart of Cam- 
beltown, who brought here about 100 
fettlers [ 325. ]. Though they arrived 
late, thev ave all well houfed, happy, and 
contented. He will tell you what a fine 
farm | have, and whata neat houte I 
have built, with barns, and every other 
conveniency. We have great near of 
fine timber, juft at hand, and excellent 
limeftone a few leagues water-carriage. 
Weare about five or fix leagues from 
Acadia, or Nova Scotia ; but no compa- 
rifon of the foil. Ours in general is ve- 
ry fertile, good for pafture as well as 
culture; a deal of it well adapted for 
hemp and flax; excellent greens and 
roots of all kinds 5 we want nothing here 
but hands. The tea al! around us full of 
fh of all forts, alfo the rivers on our 
fide the ifland, which ts 120 mikes long, 
and so miles broad. ‘The winter is long, 
but pleatant and healthy; for moft part 
clear weather and funfhine; plenty of 
game of all forts. The fettlers fent over 
by an Hon. Gentleman are doing very 
well: they indeed brought a good far- 
mer with them, alfo a very good man a 
minifer, When thefe people write to 
ther friends, 1 Gare fay we will have 
more fent over, as we are told they are 
oppretied by their lairds; and here they 
will be lairds themfelves. We are a dif- 
unct government, tax ourfelves, and 
Make our own laws. Our Governor a 
good fort of man, the Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor foon expected, with about 200 
fr m Londonderry ; but we like the 
Scots much better.”

s well by the tobacco as by quant ities 
of dry roods.” 

“© London, Fuly 16. By the laft letters 
from Virginia, we havea dreadful ac- 
count of the overflowing of the Rappa- 
hannock river in that province, owing 
to the great and inceflant rains which be. 
gan on the 27th of May laft, and conti- 
nued without intermiffion till the 8th of 
June. The water poured down in fuch 
torrents from the mountains as to carry 
all before it, which caufed the river to 
iwell twenty-five feet higher than ever 
was known by the oldeft man living: ail 
the warehonfes on both fides the Rappa- 
hannock were entirely full of water ; and 
at the different warchoufes in Yarmouth 
and Norfolk towns, in Virginia, upwards 
ot 4000 hogfheads of tobacco were 

ried away by the rapidity of the fircam, 
and entirely, loft. — The fame letters add, 
that the number of inhabitants drowned 
in attempting to fave their property from 
being carried away by the water is com- 
p uted at 150.” 

‘* From Richmond we learn, that they 
have daily accounts of the devaitation 
occafioned by the late foods. From t 
mountains to the falls, the low ground 
have been fwept of almoft every thu 

valuable; and the foil is fo much inju- 
red, that it is thought not to be of hut 
i ; former value, and a great part is ¢n- 
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tirely ruined. One inftance mav ivl- 
hce: A tract of land where the mvt 
ti rks, Ww hich be fore the tre (h was ide 
red to be richly worth ro 90}, 18 pot 
vow rated at fo many hundrids.

At Farrar’s ifland, which the highett 
frefh never before affected, above eighty 
ycres of fine land are rendered for ever 
incapable of cultivation, the foil being 
gone, and in its ftead ten or twelve feet 
deep of and, upon which is a layer of 
gones, as if paved. Many other iffands 
have been torn to pieces, hills of fand 
thrown up, channels ftopt, and their 
courfes altered, and, in fhort, the face 
of nature changed. Old Joe, an honeft 
and well-known negroe fellow, at the 
falls of James's river, who is intimately 
acquainted with the remains of an In- 
dian nation that has refided there for a- 
ges, fays, that he was fhown by their 
old men the marks of the greateft freth 
handed down to them by tradition ; and 
that, upon his carefully meafuring, it 
wanted near fifteen feet of the late dread- 
ful one. A fhip at Warwick founded 
from the beginning of the perceivable in- 
creafe of the river, and found, that the 
ircih at its height was upwards of forty 
fect higher than the cemmon tides. The 
leflened value of the lands, lets of ftocks, 
houfes, tobacco, wheat and corn in 
houfes, with fencing, and the crops on 
the ground, bafile all defcription. Byrd's, 
Shocko, Richmond, Rocky ridge, and 
Warwick, have fuflered amazingly in 
the lofs of merchandife, and tobacco, 
hefides houfes, &c. Between 5 and 6c00 
ogtheads of tobacco are gone from 
thefe places. The dittreffes of the peo- 
pein Albemarle, and thofe-parts of the 
country in the reach of the frefh, are 
not to be defcribed; moft of them being 
without bread to cat, or dwellings, and 
their ftocks gone.—- Daily accounts are 
received of the lofs of whole families, 
and houfes come floating down with 
People on them, calling out for help, 
though none can be aflorded. Upon the 
Waele, it is believed that hiftory fearce 
eeords an mftance of equal damage being 
Cone to any country, m the deftruction 
“! lands, lofs of property, &c. be inclu- 
“eG.

from fifteen to more than thirty feet in 
twenty-four hours, totally deftroyed the 
whole crops of a great number of induftri- 
ous poor (as well as rich) inhabitants, 
drowned a great quantity of cattle and 
hogs, and put many people to the great- 
eft difficulties imaginable to fave their 
lives, upon the tops of their houfes, trees, 
and little ridges of high land: im thort, 
the accounts from all quarters are very 
melancholy. The firft cutting of indico 
is entirely gone; hemp has fuffered 
much; and more thana third of the 
crop of rice and corn is thought to be 
loft. The principal fufferers are on the 
Congaree, Santee, and Pedee, Wateree, 
and Savannah rivers. Many planters im 
Georgia are alfo likely to fuftain great. 
loffes by the late wet weather. Thefe 
accounts have occafioned the rife of the 
price of rice to 31. per hundred, and of 
corn to 20s, per buthel. 

‘© Newbern, May 24. On Wednefday 
laft an exprefs arrived in town from the 
Governor, with an account of his having 
had a battle with the Regulators, at Al- 
manfee in this province, and gaining a 
moft fignal and complete victory. ‘The 
particulars of which, as near as we can 
colle& from the feveral accounts of this 
decifive ftroke, are as follows. — His Ex 
eellency having reached Hillfborough, 
with about 1300 of the troops, and find- 
ing the Regulators were at about forty 
miles diftance above him, embodied, and 
in arms to oppofe the provincial torces 
under his command, immediately march « 
ed from thence to attack them, in cate 
they thould refufe to comply with the 
terms he offered them; which were, to 
give up their principals, lay down their 
arms, and fwear allegiance to his Maje« 
ity. —On the 16th inftant, being within 
a mile of them, his Excellency received 
a meffenger from them with terms of ar 
accommodation: but they being wholly 
inadmiffible, he marched to within a 
fmall diftance of them, and formed in 
one line about half his men, the other 
half forming a fecond line at about 200 
yards diftance, by way of referve. The 
Regulators, to the number of at leafy 
2500, immediatcly formed withn twen- 
ty or thirty paces dittance, and behave ad 
ina moft daring and dcfperate manner. 
His Excellency again propoled terms to 
them, which they fpurned at, and cried 
out for battle. He then tmmeciatcty or- 
dered the fignal of battle to be given, 

which 
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which was a difcharge of the artillerv ; 
when inftant'y enfued a very heavy and 
éreadfu! firine on both fides for near two 
hours and a half; when the Regulators, 
being hard pretled by our men, and fore- 
by galied by the artillery, which played 
mecflantly on them with grape-fhot, 
gave way on all fides, and were purtued 
to the ditt tance of a mile throug! the 
woods and buthes, our troops making 
great Maughter among them, as they did 
not make a regular retreat, but ran im 
great confufion to all quarters from 
whence they apprehended the leaft dan- 
ger. — Thote killed and wounded on our 
fide in this battle, through the tmme- 
diate interpofition of Divine Providence, 
are very incontiderable, the killed not 
exceeding ten, and the wounded about 
fixty, among whom is the Hon. Samucl 
Cornel, Etg; of this town, who recei- 
ved a Hight wound in his thigh: but of 
the Revulators 300 were found dead on 
the ficld the next morning, and a very 
creat number wounded; about twenty 
or thirty were made prifoners; and the 
chief of their ammunition and baggage 
were taken, witha number ot hortes.— 
The fignal victory of this dav, gained o- 
wer a formidable bod y ot lawlets defpe- 
re s, under Divine Providence, is 
much to be attributed tothe cool, in- 
trepid, and foldier-like behaviour of the 
Gee rnor, who was in the centre of the 
Aine curing the whole engagement, and 
wn the mof imminent danger, having 
had his bayonet {hot away with a mul- 
ket-ball.” N tth-Carilina oazette.

“© Grenada, June 10. We have had 
a trial about the legality of the ailembly 
of this ifland, into which Roman Ca- 
tholics have been admitted by royal 
mandate, netwithfanding an act of par- 
hament of K. William and Q. Mary, to 
oblige every perfon enjoying any place 
of profit or truit under government, in 
the colonies as well as in England, to 
take the teft, and certain oaths, which 
thofe members retufed. This illegal af- 
fembly laid a tax upon La Baye port’; 
we refufed to pay it, let the marihal 
feize, and thenfucd him. We have had 
a verdict in our favour, the jury refuting 
to give a fpecial verdict. The Hom. 
Judge Wilkes, elder brother to the Ab 
German of London, whe is a gentleman 
of unblemithcd character, and a friend 
to legal government, diftinguifhed him- 
felf by his integrity upon this oceafon, 
and gave a moft excellent charge to the 
jury. The other judze, his fenior, en- 
deavoured to intimidate them. — We had 
at night Huminations and bonfires.

remaimder, money ts borrowed here at 
eight per cent. per ann. fo that at prefent 
the Company owe upon bond about 95 
Jack of rupees, upwards of 1,200,000]. 
Sterling, for which they are paying eight 
per cent. intereft, For this year’s inveft- 
ment they have not incurred any addi- 
tional debt here, as they have drawn 
bills upon the Company for about 80 
Jack of rupees, which ts equal to the 
whole of this year’s inveftment from this 
fettlement, and there is not at prefent 
five lack in the treatury ; fothat not only 
the revenues, but the inveftments from 
England, are exhaufted by the civil and 
military eftablifhments, by private jobs, 
and public plunder. To give you a de- 
tail of particulars would be tedious; 
and perhaps tt might appear invidious 
were I to give you a lift of the immenfe 
fortunes that have been made, and are 
ftill making, by jobs that are neither of 
convenience or ufe of any kind to the 
Company.
